PERSIAN DIPLOMACY. 


Not Much W«« Said, but th* Princ* 


Und*r«tood tha Shah. 


There were great variety and charm 


In the svH-ifiy of Ki»>iuseu. writes 
Princess Laz-irovicb in her account of 
a holiday on the continent. 
There 


were i«et»p!e from the four corners of 
Europe. America aud the orient, each 
having a distiuct personality that 
brought vivid suggestions of his ori 
gin. ' 


Prince Malkolui was the diplnmatic 


representative ot Persia for all Eu- 
rope, being accredited at the same 
time to London. Petrogrud aud Home. 
His wife, a beautiful Armenian prin- 
ce<s. a Christian, was one of my dear- 
ly prized friends In London. Prince 
Malkolm told us oue day of bow be 
came to be a Persian diplomatic rep 
resentative. He was a relative of thv 
shah, had been educated in sevcra 
countries in Europe and had become 
interested in the Christian religion as 
the root force of western civilization. 


Prince Malkulm told us how he stud 


led and pondered long to hit upon 
some means of bringing Christian prln 
clples to Persians in forms that tbej 
would understand, making Christian 
ity the fulfillment of oM Mithraic am 
Zoroastrlan conceptions. Having form 
ed a plan, be returned to Persia nnO 
began to talk to his countrymen aui 
put before them the ideas that he be 
lieved would raise up the fallen na 
tlou. The people everywhere «liste!ie< 
to him eagerly and followed him 
about in throngs. 
Some of them be 


gun to proclaim him a prophet and al 
most worshiped his person. He triet 
in every way to combat that tendency 
in whl.-h he saw the speedy aud com 
plete wreck of hss dearest hopes. 


One dny the shah sent for him end 


said: 


"Mr cousin, you are much followed 


about here. You are exerting yourself 
too much. You need rest. Would yon 
like to go as my ambassador to Eu- 
rope—and stay there many years?" 


Then Prince Malkolui ndded: 
"I knew what he meant. So with 


my heart falling like a stone I answer- 
ed, 'Yes, your majesty. I accept.' On 
that dny I started on my journey 
westward. AIM! nil these joars I have 
been virtually a Kur'-pean."

mwui"'" I asked. 


Prince Malkolui grinned, showing 


his white teeth, and with a queer gur- 
gle made the sign of a knife drawn 
across his throar.
